Family Restores Historic Rochester Cottage 

By Jean Perry 

For many years, a stone cottage has stood 
overlooking Snipatuit Pond in Rochester, a picture perfect 
setting of peace and tranquility, holding within it more 
memories than there are fieldstones that make up the 
rustic walls of this historic Neck Road fairy tale cottage. 

Built in 1925 by Dr. George Moore of Brockton, 
Massachusetts, the little cottage over time gradually 
fell into a state of decline and was likely sitting in wait 
for someone to purchase the five and a half-acre lot and 
knock it down to make way for a more modern dwelling. 

Meanwhile, for four years, a family residing in the 
U.S. Virgin Islands was searching for the perfect second 
home in Massachusetts. A Massachusetts native, Andrea 
King said she wanted to buy a second home so she, her 
husband Skip, and daughter Grace could be closer to 
King's relatives who still live in the state. 

King treated the Rochester Historical Society and 
its guests to a slide presentation on September 17 that 
documented the restoration project from start to finish. 
Even some neighbors who used to know the original 
owner were present and shared their own information 
and insights into the history of the house. 

King's endeavor began in 2011, when the Kings 
found their perfect home in a very imperfect state of 
existence; however, when King saw it listed for sale on 
a real estate website one night around midnight, she 
dreamed a dream of restoring the cottage to its original 
state and made an offer on the property - without ever 
seeing it in person. 

Before long, the family flew in to meet

"Sweetheart Cottage'' for the first time, a name King's 
daughter Grace, then six years old, came up with. 

"It looks rat-eaten," King recalled saying upon 
seeing the cottage for the first time. Her sister wondered, 
though, "Don't you see the potential there?" 

King's husband asked her, "Are you out of your 
mind?" King said she always wanted to restore an old 
home and this time she took a risk at fulfilling that goal. 

It was pretty bad, said King. There was evidence 
of critters living within the vacant house that was still 
stuffed with the belongings of its previous owner, the late 
Constance Porter, one of Dr. Moore's five children. 

For the duration of the restoration, the Kings 
bought a trailer and hooked it up to the new septic system 
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installed on the property when renovations began in 
October 2011. 

Much of the slate roof was in disrepair, but the 
chimney was still intact, and King had a vision of making 
the cottage her family's home. 

"You had to use your imagination,'' said King. 
She contracted an Irish slate roofer to salvage the 
"Munson black slate" roof and restore it to its original 
condition, and she also found refurbished factory wood 
floors to replace the old dance hall floors originally 
installed in the house. 

"What in the world are we going to do with this 
place?" King said the family wondered about the bare- 
bones kitchen. 

The front room was the only area of the house 
that was insulated, plumbing had to be installed, 
and some additions were added to the house as well, 
including converting the three-season room into an all- 
season space. The house - originally 1,350 square feet - 
was now up to about 2,200 square feet. 

King said she got a lot of "you should" advice 
from others, saying, "You have to kind of decide . . . and 
obviously I didn't agree with most of it." King was set 
on restoring the house to as close to its original condition 
as possible, keeping the stone interior walls and the 
chimney, as well as some of the original furniture left 
behind by the previous owner. 

Her mantra throughout the project: "Recycle and 
rebuild!" 

She had the design carefully mimic the original 
front of the house when building the addition to the rear 
of the house, finished off the chimney with a chimney cap 
typical of Scottish cottages like Sweetheart Cottage, and 
added a stunning copper trim to the exterior. 

King added other personal touches along the 
way, like lighting fixtures to the enchanting niches built 
into the interior stonewall. King also insisted on saving 
the windows. 

"My philosophy is, if these windows have been 
here for 89 years..." said King. "The windows are hard as 
a rock . . . very strong wood." 

King said she fawned over the hand-hewn posts 
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and beams, and salvaged the hearth located in the small 
basement of the house. 

As the Kings discovered the different areas of 
the cottage, they found more and more intriguing and 
fascinating aspects to the house, including chalk writings 
left from the children years ago. 

"There was a lot of graffiti in there," said King. 
She found names written with chalk on the beams and 
found it added more character to the cottage. 

The project took three years to complete, a bit 
longer than the Kings anticipated, and the lawn is finally 
seeded with grass, one of the finishing touches to the 
project. 

"It really is a gem," said King. "It's hard to find 
these amazing houses . . . you just don't find them like that 
anymore." 

What is most gratifying to King was the ability 
to keep the original building and to find an architect 
who could be true to the original design, understand her 
vision, "and to bring those two things together in such 
a way to create a beautiful home that is larger than the

Economic Depression and Recovery - Circa 1840s 

Mattapoisett Historical Society 
By Marilou Newell 

What does the economic depression of the late 
1840s, the Gold Rush, and the development of high- 
speed clipper ships have to do with Mattapoisett? Well, 
just about everything as we learned from Seth Mendell 
during his talk at the end of the annual meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society. 

Mattapoisett' s Historical Society Museum held 
its annual meeting on September 21, at which it proudly 
displayed two Clifford Ashley paintings flanking the 
Ashley map mural. Museum Curator Elizabeth Hutchison 
reported that during this past season, they have hosted art 
shows, given historical talks and walks (by Seth Mendell), 
partnered with local schools providing educational 
programs, and reached out to other museums in research 
projects. Hutchison is currently looking for more 
volunteers to help with the cataloging of their vast textiles 
collection. Though their fiscal year ends in December, 
Treasurer Maureen McCarthy reported cash assets to date 
as $21,375. Then, Mendell took the podium to share new 
insights into our rich local history

numerous supporting business activities. Once again, 
Mendell transported us to a time when ship builders lined 
Water Street from stem to stern, where the air was scented 
with fresh-cut lumber, tar, linseed oil, paint and smoke 
while the ambient sounds blended into a symphony of 
bass notes from hammers and mallets and high notes 
from ships' bells as they entered the harbor. Then, rather 
abruptly it seemed to just stop. 

Demand for large whaling ships and people to 
invest in the cargoes they would haul back home withered 
away. The entire whaling industry stalled, sending a 
ripple out through every other type of business that had 
been enjoying the ride. Taverns, merchants, even doctors 
and lawyers felt the impact of an economy adrift.

Volumes have been written about what brought 
this to bear, but in simple terms, over-speculation and 
complete dependence on European markets conspired, 
along with the collapse of two banks in London, to bring 
down not only that economy but the American economy 
as well. 

While whale oil was still a major commodity at 
that time, Mendell explained, it had become increasingly 
harder to fill large whaling ships with oil due to over- 
fishing. Ships were dispatched to oceans in the Pacific and 
Arctic in order to pursue whales surviving the onslaught. 
Those ships had to be larger and required greater overall 
investment. 

And when those ships finally returned to ports 
along the northeastern coast after years at sea, they 
brought back the news that gold had been discovered in 
the West. That bit of gossip spread like wildfire across an 
area where people were struggling financially. They heard, 
as Mendell relayed, that all you had to do was ''pick up 
the gold from the ground, fill your bags with nuggets, it 
was there for the taking.'' The fever spread. 

With nothing to lose and everything to gain, men 
from every walk of life jumped at the chance to bring 
home riches from the California territory. From ministers 
to carpenters, from doctors to despots, those filled with 
the dream of vast wealth headed west. Mattapoisett saw 
160 men follow that siren call. From New Bedford, 800 
men and boys fled west, while Nantucket lost a fourth of

its male population. 

The Mattapoisett contingent formed themselves 
into two companies. One was named the Mattapoisett 
and Bridgewater Mining Company and the other the 
Mechanical Exposition. They purchased or chartered a 
whaling ship complete with captain and crew and sailed 
for San Francisco. It is estimated, Mendell said, that 1,000 
men departed from the eastern seaboard bound for the 
lawless western territories. 

California was not a state. The law of the land 
was a six-shooter As the men from the east landed in the 
west, they found criminals of every sort waiting to fleece 
them of all their assets, including the very clothes on their 
back. But, of course, Mendell reminded us, gold was not

easily found. The few men who were able to purchase 
supplies and head into the Sierra Nevada mountains 
seeking gold - those who had not lost everything to the 
bandits waiting for them to disembark in San Francisco 
- lost everything once they got to the mining fields. Less 
than one percent ever found any gold at all. Those who 
could staggered back home, while others never returned. 

There were a few enterprising men who found 
a way to not only survive once they arrived out west, 
but to prosper. One such person was Dr. Samuel Merritt, 
formerly of Plymouth. A physician by training, he too had 
headed west in search of gold. He, too, dragged himself 
back to the western coastline from the mountains leaving 
behind all dreams of getting rich easily from gold mining. 
However, what he observed in that roughneck city of San 
Francisco was this: The merchants and service providers 
supporting the miners were doing all right. Merritt was 
no fool. "He hung out a shingle,'' Mendell told us. People 
needing medical attention came. Within the first year, he 
earned an astonishing $40,000. 

Building on that success, Merritt became a 
successful merchant. He purchased ships and sent 
them north for lumber and south for fresh fruits. Both 
endeavors earned him vast sums of money. He purchased 
land across the bay from San Francisco in what is today 
Oakland. California had by then become a state with 
masses migrating west. Land became more valuable than 
gold. Today, well-known institutions, such as Merritt

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College and Samuel Merritt Hospital, bear his name such 
was his impact on the area. 

Concurrent with these events, faster ships were 
needed to bring people and goods from the east coast 
to the west. The trans-continental railroad was yet to be 
built. Thus, Mendell shared, the era of the swift clipper 
ships began. These ships were much longer and with a 
more narrow profile than their predecessors the whaling 
ships. They were designed for speed. 

Mattapoisett' s shipwrights got to work. Orders 
for clipper ships came in to these expert builders. In the 
next eight years, as the American economy steadied itself 
and began to recover, Mattapoisett' s ship builders turned 
out 36 clipper ships. ''They were monstrous," Mendell 
exclaimed. Reaching 240 feet in length, they would 
have poked their way onto Water Street from Shipyard 
Park. Yes, the recovery had come, but the only surviving 
shipbuilders in Mattapoisett were Barstow, Holmes and 
Meiggs. With time and changing demands of people, the 
once-thriving boat building industry would slowly drift 
away as if on an outgoing tide, never to return. 

The museum is now open by appointment only, 
but Hutchison said that they will hold a Fall Family 
Festival on October 4 at 2:00 pm, an event during the 
Thanksgiving holiday, and be open with special hours 
and activities throughout the Christmas season.

"Agriculture is a vital part of the [Rochester] 
community, and an essential part of the community/' said 
David Smith, chairman of the Agricultural Commission 
established two years ago by the Town's Right to Farm 
Bylaw. 

Town Meeting in 2012 unanimously voted to 
adopt the bylaw that, although it does not grant further 
rights beyond what the Commonwealth grants farmers, 
establishes a process to inform prospective residents 
that farming activities are abundant in Rochester. It also 
established AgCom, which acts as a mediator in resolving 
any conflicts between neighbor and farmer. 

AgCom represents the farming community, 
''encourage [s] the pursuit of agriculture, promote [s] 
agricultural economic development and protects 
farmlands and farm business," as stated in a new 
informative pamphlet available at Town Hall. 

"We (AgCom) would very much like to advance 
agriculture in Rochester and do whatever we can to make 
it more successful," said Smith. 

The bylaw also requires that new residents to 
the town sign a Right to Farm Disclosure Notification 
- whether they lease or purchase property in Rochester - 
which must be filed with the Board of Selectmen, or they 
risk a fine of $300. 

Although there have been very few complaints 
from neighbors of farms since the commission formed. 
Smith emphasized that, if a farmer is performing normal 
agricultural activities, then that is their right. 

"You moved next to a farm," said Smith. "The 
farm didn't move next to you." 

The commission meets on an as-needed basis, and 
Smith said AgCom is looking for more ways in which the 
commission can serve Rochester's farming community 
while it is "struggling with ideas on just how to go about 
this," as Smith put it. 

"We certainly welcome input from the 
agricultural community on ways that could help," said 
Smith.

Talking Trash (and Recyclables) in Mattapoisett 
By Jean Perry 

If you have been wondering when the new 
mechanical trash and recycling system will finally be 
implemented in Mattapoisett, you are not alone. 

The Wanderer first reported in March 2014 that 
Mattapoisett would be adopting the new system, pending 
contract negotiations and Town Meeting appropriations 
of funding to kick-start the new program. Since that 
article was published, the article to fund the new program 
passed during the Annual Town Meeting, and back in 
May the Town signed a contract with ABC Disposal to 
adopt the new system, which other towns in the region - 
including Rochester and Fairhaven - have also done. 

In March, The Wanderer reported that the new 
trash and recycling system would start in July of 2014, 
pending the appropriation of funds and a contractual 
agreement. Residents can now expect the system to begin 
sometime earlier in 2015. 

"It's the equipment,'' said ABC Disposal 
Operations Manager Jerry Dugan during a September 
22 phone interview. The trucks have been ordered - a 
half dozen that will service Mattapoisett and several area 
towns including Rochester and Fairhaven - but Dugan 
said he could not order the trucks until agreements were

PARROT FEVER 

I recently purchased an Amazon parrot that was 
sneezing and seemed ill. My cockatiel is now sneez- 
ing and I have been fighting the flu for the last month. 
Could there he any connection? 

Yes. Birds get psittacosis, also called "parrot fe- 
ver" or "chlamydiosis". This infectious disease 
can spread to people as well as to other birds. 
Among the signs to look for in birds are sneez- 
ing, puffed up feathers and green to yellow diar- 
rhea. Some birds show no obvious signs. People 
get flu-like symptoms often with a chronic hack- 
ing cough and headaches. It is an excellent idea 
to have your veterinarian check newly acquired 
birds, or birds showing signs of illness for parrot 
fever.

reached with the towns and contracts signed. 

Board of Health Agent Dale Barrows said during 
a September 22 phone interview the Town has nothing 
to with the logistics of when the new system will start 
or how and when residents will be notified. He said 
the delay is with ABC Disposal, and the length of time 
between ordering the new trucks and receiving them is 
about six months, according to Barrows. 

There was some delay in the process, said Dugan, 
but the trucks have been ordered and Dugan said he is 
still waiting on a delivery date from the manufacturer. 

'These trucks are specially made,'' said Dugan, 
adding that the trucks cost about $400,000 a piece. "You 
can't just go to the dealership and pick them up."

Dugan stated that residents will be informed 
about the new trash system once the company acquires 
the new trucks, weeks before the Town makes the switch 
to the new system. 

Residents will receive the information in the 
mail about the new system and about distribution of the 
new trash and recyclables receptacles ABC Disposal will 
deliver to every household in town. 

"They'll (residents) be well informed 
beforehand," said Dugan. "They won't just be delivered 
trash bins without knowing what they're for." 

The new ABC Disposal Inc. mechanical pick-up 
trucks are the latest in waste management technology 

in which a specially-designed garbage truck uses a 
mechanical arm that picks up the trash bins and dumps 
the contents into the back of the truck. 

Each residence will be given two new large plastic 
receptacles - one blue 65-gallon bin for trash and one 
black 95-gallon bin for recyclables - designed specifically 
to be lifted by the mechanical arm. 

The wheeled bins are equipped with a hinged lid 
that is attached to the bin and lifts up for easy loading and 
unloading by the truck. Every bin will be provided with a 
barcode identifying that particular bin with its designated 
address in case of loss or theft. 

Pickup schedule will remain the same, continuing 
with a biweekly recycle pickup. 

In the meantime, until residents are officially

Selectmen Chop BOH Requests from Warrant 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 
After expressing frustration over items in an 
article submitted by the health agent, Rochester Board 
of Selectmen on September 22 excluded them altogether 
while approving the rest of the Fall Special Town Meeting 
warrant. 

Health Agent Karen Walega sought to increase the 
public health nurse's salary line item by $5,000, double 
the current amount, which had selectmen scratching their 
heads and taking issue with the article. 

"If they work under a contract, I don't see how 
they could just ask for more money," said Selectman 
Richard Nunes. 

Walega was seeking to increase the hours of part- 
time Rochester Public Health Nurse Betsy Dunn as a result 
of this year's Lyme disease activity and also flu season 
preparation. Board of Selectman Chairman Brad Morse 
suggested the department pay her for extra hours out of its 
own revolving account. 

Selectmen were also bothered by Walega' s 
other request for a $3,200 increase to the expenses line 
item to pay for a biennial inspection of the old town 
landfill, mandated by the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

"Why was that not budgeted?" Morse asked. "I 
question both of these ... I mean, we didn't budget for 
this." 

Nunes wondered why Walega did not include the 
inspection expense in the fiscal year 2015 budget before 
the Annual Town Meeting in May. In fact, he said, in his 12

years of public service in Rochester, this was the first he 
had ever heard of this biennial landfill inspection. 

Morse said he would not vote for it and Nunes 
suggested omitting the two requests from the article. 

"Knowing nothing about it, I have an issue with 
it," said Morse. "I would say pull parts of Article 1." 

Selectmen amended Article 1 to omit the health 
agent's requests, but left the veteran services agent's 
supplemental appropriation request for an additional 
$30,000 to cover the cost of services for veterans who 
recently relocated to Rochester. The State reimburses the 
Town 75-percent of the costs. 

Article 2 is a transfer of $69,500 from the Special 
Education Costs Stabilization Fund to cover unexpected

Article 3 is a request to transfer $800 from the Sale 
of Cemetery Plots Fund to buy back a cemetery plot from 
a purchaser who no longer wants it. 

Selectmen discussed how the Cemetery 
Commission has no budget for this purpose, and how the 
buyer is selling the plot back to the Town for the same 
price they purchased it. Nunes joked that the cemetery 
was not making a big enough profit for the Town, eliciting 
laughter from the board. 

Article 4 is for $10,000 for a new voting machine 
that Selectman and Town Clerk Naida Parker requested. 
Parker said she wanted to either lease the equipment or 
purchase it, whichever was more economical, and that 
she would like to have the new machine before the 2015 
annual election so voters can adjust to the new machine 
before the 2016 presidential election. 

"I don't want voters going into the polls with a 
brand new machine in 2016,'' said Parker. "That would 
seriously slow down and impact the process." 

Article 5 is a request for $20,000 to conduct a 
feasibility study pertaining to the Town Hall Annex, 
which could potentially be relocated to a prefabricated 
building to be placed on land located between the police 
station and the Senior Center on Dexter Lane. 

Town Administrator Michael McCue suggested 
requesting $25,000, with $5,000 allotted for a contingency 
plan in the case of unplanned expenses during the study.

the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen got right down to 
business on September 23. 

One delicate matter was discussed early in the 
meeting. During the September 9 State Primary, newly- 
elected Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger apparently 
made an error that has left those election results pending 
state certification. Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
presented a letter to the selectmen, which after being 
approved and signed by Chairman Paul Silva, will go 
on to Representative William Strauss and Senator Marc 
Pacheco. Once their signatures join Silva' s, the request for 
special certification of Mattapoisett' s election results will 
go to the Governor for his seal of approval. Silva signed 
the document. 

Coming before the board was Harbormaster 
Jill Simmons, who reported that with the assistance of 
a Boy Scout working towards his Eagle badge, she will 
be building a kayak storage area along the edge of the 
grassed park situated next to Munro Preserve. She noted 
that more kayak storage is something the community 
needs. 

Chief Mary Lyons met with the Selectmen to 
discuss staffing issues that have driven up overtime costs. 
Lyons said that there is one full-time position open on the 
police department that equates to 21 shifts per month that 
require filling. She said that this has added up to $11,000 
in overtime wages. Lyons wanted the board to consider 
filling that full-time opening now to save the town money.

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Silva asked for a cost analysis because he was not fully 
convinced that filling that opening would, in fact, save the 
town money, citing benefit packages and retirement costs. 
Gagne will report back to Silva with that data. Lyons also 
said that Shawn Parker had graduated from the police 
academy. Mattapoisett's police department is staffed by 
16 patrol officers, five reserve officers, a captain and the 
chief. 

Lyons reported that several breaking and entering 
cases were solved and stolen goods recovered. The police 
department also identified the two youths who were 
involved in the theft of copper pipes from Center School, 
although the pipes themselves have yet to be recovered. 
Those individuals are now going through the legal 
system. 

It was announced that liquor stores may now 
open at 10:00 am on Sundays due to new state legislature. 
Local stores will need to petition the Board of Selectmen 
to request a change in hours of operation. 

Gagne also reported that meetings with ORR 
school committee members and Tri-Town government 
leaders have begun. There are four areas that this newly 
launched group will cover: 1) appropriate use of free 
cash; 2) development of a stabilization fund for capital 
expenses; 3) OPEB/ other post-employment benefits; and 
4) development of a reserve fund for unforeseen expenses. 

Regarding the use of the open space resources

and negative comments due to the increasing number of 
large group gatherings taking place there. He suggested 
that, over the winter months, the selectmen review how 
the space is managed to ensure fair and equal use to all 
people. 

Gagne and Selectman Jordan Collyer have also 
been working towards developing policies for 'film and 
movie' production within the town. Collyer had attended 
a seminar that urged cities and towns to protect their 
town with written policies. Gagne shared a copy of the 
policy used in North Andover as a starting point for 
crafting the town's version. 

He also said that research and experiments that 
have been conducted on oyster farming at Pine Island 
Pond have produced great results. Kevin McGown, a 
student from the University of North Carolina with a 
focus on invertebrate studies, has been working with 
Shellfish Warden Kathy Massey. They now have 50,000 
healthy oysters that need to be dispersed throughout the 
pond. They are seeking volunteers to assist over several 
consecutive Saturdays. Visit www.mattapoisett.net for 
more information on volunteering. 

The selectmen approved a one-day liquor license 
to the YMCA for a fundraising event on September 26 and 
a one-day use of the landfill site (as an alternate location) 
to the Pilgrim Sand Trail Riders on November 9 from 7:00 
am to dusk.

FinCom Prepares for Special Town Meeting 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
By Jean Perry 
Members of the Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
on September 18 got a peek at the issues to appear as 
articles on the October 20 Fall Special Town Meeting 
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Warrant, starting with a presentation by Highway 
Surveyor Barry Denham on the progress and future of the 
Town's road improvement plan. 

Town Meeting members will vote on the transfer 
of $275,000 to possibly $300,000 from the Tax Title 
Proceeds to the Mattapoisett Road Improvement Fund 
to pay for upcoming roadway projects, including roads 
in the center of town that Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne said were some of the worst in Town - namely 
Main Street, Water Street to North Street, Mechanic Street, 
and Church Street between Main Street and North Street, 
which have not been paved since 1979. 

Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
voiced concern over the sidewalk she referred to as a trip 
hazard on Mechanic Street near Pearl Street, specifically 
between the two churches. She said there have been a 
significant number of injuries resulting from pedestrians 
using the strip of sidewalk, and her greatest concern was 
for the elderly walking to church. 

Gagne suggested marking the sidewalks in the 
meantime until logistics can be worked out to undergo 
the project so that road repair can occur seamlessly with 
the water main improvement. 

''So at least people can see them," said Gagne 
about the sidewalk edge. "So people can at least have 
some knowledge that there is a trip hazard there." 

Denham said 15 of the 44 miles of town road are 
in need of repair, and 5.75 miles are "suspect," meaning 
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they will eventually need repair in the foreseeable future. 

Just over 14 miles, said Denham, have undergone 
roadwork within the last eight years. 

Gagne said, as a rule of thumb, the Town's roads 
should be repaved every 20 years. 

"We should be paving about two miles of road 
per year, said Gagne referring to the Town's roadwork 
plan. "We are about one point five below where we 
should be at this point." 

Denham listed some roadway projects completed 
this year so far, including just over two miles of North 
Street, the River Road bridge, Ashe Terrace, Eldorado 
Drive, Shady Oak Drive, Bayberry Lane, Acorn Lane, and 
Hemlock Lane. 

Also slated for the warrant. Town Meeting will 
vote to draft special legislation to appropriate 100 percent 
of boat excise tax proceeds to waterfront improvement 
projects. Gagne said the selectmen currently designate 
50 percent of boat excise taxes to the waterfront-related 
activities and wish to make it law that all of the proceeds 
are automatically directed to waterfront projects. 

Selectmen have been doing it for years, said 
Gagne, and the sentiment of the Board of Selectmen is, 
"So let's just make that a law so it doesn't fall by the 
wayside in the future." 

Another article will be the transfer of additional 
funds from the Regional School Reserves to cover the cost 
of three additional Mattapoisett students attending Bristol 
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County Agricultural High School. Tuition for Bristol 
Aggie is $18,000 per student per year. 

Going further down the list of anticipated 
articles, the warrant will feature an article proposing an 
Active Duty Military Exemption that will temporarily 
defer property taxes for members of the military away on 
active duty until they return. 

Property tax payments would not be reduced, 
simply deferred without accruing interest. 

Some legal expenses from prior years will also 
appear on the warrant, as well as Fairhaven wastewater 
treatment plant charges and the appropriation of funds to 
the sewer system on Industrial Drive. 

Gagne said additional funding is also needed for 



unemployment expenses and Water/ Sewer salary and 
expenses. 

The plan, according to Gagne, is to "hold as much 
money in reserve and then appropriate as needed.'' 

The State has also partially funded several 
additional defibrillators through a grant that will cover 50 
percent of the cost. Defibrillators have been added to the 
gymnasium in each of the schools and replaced in other 
locations throughout the Town. Gagne said he purchased 
ten for $1,000 each and expects a refund of about $5,000 
from the State. 

A warrant regarding dog citations and one for 
zoning bylaw changes pertaining to the Bay Club will also 
be listed as articles on the warrant. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for September 30 at 6:30 pm in 
the town administrator's office at Town Hall. 

Easy Approval for Special Permits 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Jean Perry 

With no opposition from board members or 
abutters, the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
approved two petitions for special permits during a swift 
meeting on September 18. 

Christian and Bashawn Thorell of 23 Brandt 
Beach Avenue were granted a special permit to add a 12- 
foot by 15-foot sunroom to their home, as well as a master 
bathroom and master walk-in closet. The project required 
a special permit for a shortage of 10 feet of the required 
30-foot setback. 

Architect Gary Brackins presented the site plan 
to the board, stating that the addition would result in a 
10-foot shortage in the setback, but Building Inspector 
Andrew Bobola noticed that the plan proposes a 23-foot 
setback. Brackins explained that the design reflects a 
three-foot extended rake of the second-floor gable, but as 
Bobolo pointed out, the walls of the building would create 
a 23-foot setback, a more favorable scenario. 

"So it's not quite as dramatic as it sounds," stated 
Bobola, calling it an "adequately proposed addition." He 
added, "It's not huge by any nature." 
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There were no abutters present and no questions 
from the board, but ZBA member Paul Milott wanted 
the board to acknowledge before voting that the original 
house was built in 2009. 

"Now we're here five years after it's built and 
we're sort of going in the wrong direction," said Milott. 
He then stated that he found no reason to deny the special 
permit. 

Bobola commented that the proposed 10-foot by 
13-foot interior room was not a big deal. 
"You've seen some of the monsters that have come 
through here," said Bobola. 

The vote to approve was unanimous. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved a 
special permit for Joanne O 'Day to build an 8-foot wide 
deck off her 8 Linhares Avenue home. The deck would 
result in a shortage of about 6 feet on the east side of the 
property 

O' Day described her plan as a simple plan, and 
Bobola commented that it was a reasonable request that 
would not create a negative impact on the character of the 
neighborhood. 

"I support Joanne's project because it was 
thoughtfully done," said abutter Ed Walsh of 4 Linhares 
Avenue. He said the majority of the homes in the 
neighborhood already have decks. "It will blend very 
well." 

Milott stated that he found nothing negative 
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about the project and other board members said they were 
fine with it. 

The vote to approve was unanimous. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for October 16 at 6:00 pm 
at the Mattapoisett Town Hall. 

Community Preservation Opens Application Cycle 

Mattapoisett Community Preservation Committee

The first meeting of the fall season of the 
Mattapoisett Community Preservation Committee took 
place on September 18. After a quick bit of organizational 
business, which found John DeCosta continuing as the 
chairman, Margaret DeMello as secretary and Michelle 
Hughes as treasurer, the committee discussed the opening 
of the application cycle. The 2014 cycle begins September 
30 and ends November 15. Applications will be available 
on the town's website www.mattapoisett.net or at the 
town hall. 

Mattapoisett allows the open space committee, 
recreation department, community housing, and historic 
commission to request funds through an application 
process. However, private groups whose project may be 
of historic significance to the town and its residents may 
also submit an application. 

Last year, the CPC presented the voters at 
town meeting with a list of projects that all ultimately 
received funding. Those projects were: Barlow Cemetery 
- $3,627 for fencing repairs and general maintenance; 
Mattapoisett Historical Society / Museum - $16,000 for 
new cataloging system of historical documents; Buzzards 
Bay Coalition - $96,000 for land acquisition at Nasketucket 
Bay; town wharf - $49,000 for masonry repairs; Bike 
Path Committee - $39,000 engineering fees for Phase IB; 
town beach bath house - $50,000 for repairs including 
handicap accessibility structural improvements; and 
Recreation Department - $55,000 for a tot lot adjacent to 
the tennis courts at Center School, tennis court repairs and 
installation of a shuffle board court. 

Each funded project is required to install on the 
project site signage stating that it is being funded by 
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the CPC. The applicant is also required to provide an 
annual financial report detailing how the money has been 
used until the full fund has been discharged. At the next 
meeting of the CPC, point people for each project will be 
asked to attend and give an update including how the 
funds have been used. 

The Community Preservation Act of 
Massachusetts (M.G.L. Chapter 44B) passed in 2000. The 
act allows cities and towns to raise money that may be 
used for various projects - projects that might otherwise 
not be funded. The funds are dedicated for use only for 
open space, historic resources, affordable housing, and the 
acquisition and development of recreational facilities. 

Those towns that have adopted the act may 
raise funds via a surcharge on property tax bills up to 3 
percent. Presently Mattapoisett imposes 0.0066 percent 
to real estate taxes for this purpose. Adoption of CPA 
triggers annual distributions from the state's Community 
Preservation Trust Fund, a statewide fund managed by 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue. The state trust is 
funded via deed recording fees by the state's Registries of 
Deeds. The two fund sources, local and state, combine to 
form the Community Preservation Fund.

Standing Room Only at Private Pier Hearing 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

As anticipated, the proposed Goodspeed Island 
pier into Mattapoisett Harbor's recreational space 
brought out residents from throughout the town, not just 
the village neighborhood. A standing room only crowd 
came to hear about Daniel DaRosa's plans to construct a 
290-foot pile supported pier, which is designed with an 
L-shaped wave attenuator that is 75 feet in length. 

Before the hearing of this 'notice of intent' began, 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission Chairman Peter 
Newton told the crowd that the commission would 
only be reviewing the project through the filter of the 
"Wetlands Protection Act" (WPA) since that is all they 
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were charged with the responsibility of doing. He said 
that other town boards would be reviewing the project on 
the merits of its design or impact on the community, but 
not this board. With that said, he invited David Davignon 
of N. Douglas Schneider & Associates to present the 
project in detail. 

Davignon began his commentary on the project 
by stating that the applicant already had rights to the 
beach in front of his property and a deeded easement. 
He stated that DaRosa has received a permit from the 
Army Corps of Engineers (as of September 22). Other 
agencies he has contacted on behalf of his client were 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries and National 
Heritage. He said that Marine Fisheries had requested a 
few modifications to the plan, such as changing pressure- 
treated lumber for a more environmentally friendly 
material and the height of the float that is planned for 
the end of the dock. National Heritage responded that 
they found nothing in the plan that impacted their area of 
oversight. Davignon also said that he anticipates that the 
permit from the Army Corps will trigger other agencies' 
review. Those agencies were not listed. 

As described in their filing with the town, the 
pier will be for the applicants' swimming, fishing and 
boating activities. To construct this large-sized pier, 
shellfish beds will need to be removed and re-established 
in another location. No eel grass beds are reported in the 
construction zone. A man-made dune with beach grasses 
will be crossed, allowing the applicant to walk from the 
lawn area of the residence directly out to the end of the 
dock. At mean high tide, the pier will extend 183 feet into 
the harbor itself. 

Before Newton opened the hearing up for 
public comment, he again reminded the crowd, which 
had patiently waited for more than thirty minutes as 
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the commission members questioned Davignon on 
various aspects of the project, that their questions and 
comments should not be about recreational use of the 
public waterway impacted by the pier, but instead should 
relate to jurisdictional wetlands issues only and that all 
comments should be respectful. 

Harbormaster Jill Simmons was the first to 
speak, citing numerous calls her office has received. She 
said that people were very concerned about losing such 
a large area of the harbor to a private venture, that the 
Marine Advisory Board was concerned from a waterfront 
management perspective, and that she was also very 
concerned about a variety of safety issues the pier may 
cause the recreating public. Simmons noted that the pier 
will be close to the mooring field, making navigating in 
that area problematic. Though Davignon had noted in his 
commentary that there are similar piers on the shoreline, 
Simmons countered that those piers are not in an area of 
the harbor heavily utilized by the public. 

The most succinctly prepared speaker of 
the evening - who spoke on behalf of more than 50 
residents and who had presented a written statement 
in opposition to the project - was Mike Huguenin. He 
kept his comments focused on the WPA as instructed by 
Newton, making the case that the commission needed 
its own engineering study or at least a more thoroughly 
researched study from the applicants' experts, in order to 
understand the long-term environmental impact of the 
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pier. He pointed to the "little piece of barrier beach'' in 
front of DaRosa property as critical to the entire island. 
Huguenin directed the commission's attention to the 
large sewer pipe located in this area and the potential 
of it being ruptured in the event of a storm that could 
damage the pier causing it to be thrust into the pipe. He 
repeatedly urged the commission to carefully consider a 
more 'serious study' for the project. Huguenin and the 
other signatories wrote: "We request that the commission 
require the applicant to conduct and submit a detailed 
coastal engineering study that looks carefully at the 
probabilities and possible consequences of damage to the 
proposed structure from storm winds and waves, and the 
resulting environment and public infrastructure damage." 
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Peter Trow, one of the signatories, said that a 
proposed pier for Molly's Cove in 2008 was denied in 
2012 due to WPA impact and that DaRosa's pier was in a 
velocity zone. "...This is unreasonable use of a sub-titled 
area . . . the greater public trust of many people using the 
area needs to be considered. . ." Trow said. 

"The harbor is the signature of Mattapoisett," 
emphasized Paul Osenkowski. 

"If we had a local wetlands law," said Brad 
Hathaway, "we'd have the laws to protect the people's 
land." Hathaway wondered aloud what had become 
of the proposed local wetlands bylaws that had been 
voted on during a town meeting in the past; however, 
that query was not responded to by the commission. 
The conservation commission is only charged with 
implementing the state mandated wetlands protection act. 

Commission member Mike King commented on 
the shallow water in the site zone as not being of much 
use as public recreational waters, while member Tom 
Copps wanted to see drawings on exactly where the 
sewer pipe is located and spoke to the issue of scouring 
from the pier's pilings. 

Newton asked Davignon to consider several 
design modifications and to provide engineering studies 
that the DaRosas had recently completed to address some 
of the areas touched on during the hearing. The notion of 
peer review was not completely dismissed, as the hearing 
was continued until the next commission meeting on 
October 15. That meeting will be held at a larger venue to 
accommodate more people. 

Other business included a negative one 
finding for Joanee O'Day's request for determination of 
applicability for the addition of an 8-foot deck located 
at 8 Linhares Avenue; a negative 3 finding for Nichole 
Balthazar of 12 Shore View Avenue for a 12- by 16-foot 
addition located in a flood zone; and approval with 
standard conditions of Ken Fleury's request to construct a 
single family dwelling on Brandt Island Road, including 
filling in part of the backyard for a lawn area.

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Traffic Study Review Appeases the Board 

Rochester Planning Board

Progress toward approval for a gas station 
with a convenience store and drive-thru coffee shop on 
Cranberry Highway picked up speed now that traffic 
concerns have been addressed and Rochester Planning 
Board members have run out of questions. 

The board first addressed the engineering issues 
still unresolved, such as drainage, parking, and signage 
for the Shell station. Seasons convenience store, and 
Marylou's Coffee slated for the site. 

Ken Motta of Field Engineering reviewed the 
plans and made suggestions for some conditions of 
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approval. There was some discussion about landscaping, 
storm water management, and renderings of the signage, 
as well as mention of a fire hydrant that engineer Mark 
Smith said he included in the site plan to address any 
tentative concerns from the Fire Department. 

"I say it looks good,'' said board member Susan 
Teal. "And I like the conditions.'' 

The board did not take issue with the 24-hour 
business hours Colbea Enterprises LLC requested, and 
no abutters present were opposed to the proposed 24/7 
hours of operation. 

"Let's tackle traffic," said Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson. The board has had lively 
discussions during several past Planning Board meetings 
about traffic, mostly surrounding the width of an access 
road off Route 58 and a right turn only exit onto Route 28. 

A traffic study conducted by Colbea's consultant 
raised many questions with the board back in August, 
so they hired James Noyes as a consultant to peer review 
Colbea's traffic study. 

Noyes determined that the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation (DOT) has jurisdiction 
over the entrance to the access road, as well as the point 
of egress that the board wants to condition as a right turn 
only. Noyes said Colbea would need an indirect access 
permit from the DOT, and the DOT could eliminate the 
concrete island the board proposed to encourage the right 
turn only exit if it wanted to. 

"The only reason I bring it up is because it could 
affect the traffic," said Noyes. If either point of egress is 
altered or eliminated and causes a significant enough 
change to the site plan, Colbea would also have to 
reappear before the Planning Board for a review. 

"We can't supersede the state," said Johnson. "If 
they don't want the island, they don't want the island." 

The DOT could also require that the access 
road be widened from the proposed 24-foot road to the 
standard 30 feet, but Noyes said he did not see any issue 
with that at this time. 

The board placed a condition of approval 
requiring Colbea to submit a request to the DOT to 
change the timing of the traffic light on Cranberry 
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Highway to accommodate the change in the traffic 
pattern. 

With no further questions, the board closed the 
public hearing and asked Town Planner Mary Grain to 
start drafting a decision for the next meeting. 

In other matters, the board approved a driveway 
relocation plan for Betsy Downes of 264 Marion Road, a 
recognized Scenic Highway. 

The board also approved rescinding a Form C 
subdivision plan after applicant Harris Real Estate Boston, 
LLC finished demolishing an existing house on the land, 
and granted an Approval Not Required application for 
the same property. Four lots of the subdivision will now 
be reduced to only two. 

The board approved the release of a $25,000 bond 
for the Little Quitticas solar project. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for October 14 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall.

A Walk Among the Tombstones, Starring Liam Neeson 
and Dan Stevens. Directed by Scott Frank. Running 
time: 113 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Matthew Scudder (Liam Neeson) has a way of 
getting to the point. In A Walk Among the Tombstones, 
based on the tenth of Lawrence Block's Scudder novels, 
Scudder is snooping through a dubious character's things, 
and is caught at it by Mr. Dubious, who wields a big knife. 
Scudder, an ex-cop and off-the-books private eye, takes 
one look at the guy and knows the knife isn't about to be 
used. So instead of provoking him into violence, Scudder 
nonchalantly but firmly says something to the effect of. 
Look, I can take that away from you, but Fd rather not 
have to. Scudder isn't a fan of brutality, though he has 
seen enough of it to tide him over several lifetimes. Liam 
Neeson, here and elsewhere in the movie, speaks and 
moves with the effortless authority of a man who still, at 
age 62, can fold you in half without breaking stride, but 
conducts himself with the grace of a man who would 
rather not have to. 

A Walk Among the Tombstones is grim and some- 
times ghastly, but its heartbeat is gentle and patient. 
Writer-director Scott Frank isn't a fan of brutality either, 
though the plot is one of Block's nastier items, about a 
pair of psychos who prey on the wives of rich men in 
the drug business. Such men are disinclined to call the 
police, and, realistically I guess, they don't command a 
Tony Montana-style army. The psychos, too, depend on 
their marks to race into the situation with unclear heads 
full of stress and rage. Ultimately, the sickos demand a 
ransom but then deliver a kidnapped wife back in pieces. 
They don't do it for the money, though the money does 
keep the lights on; they do it because they like torturing 
women, and the opening credits of the movie begin as a 
possible erotic afternoon delight and then gradually shade 
into something darker and more repugnant. Frank catches 
us leaning the wrong way here, but overall he suggests 
rather than lingers on the pain of the women. 

The movie isn't terribly concerned with women 



as anything other than plot motivators (Scudder 's pros- 
titute girlfriend from the book has been omitted), which 
may draw it some charges of sexism it doesn't really earn. 
It's more engaged with the pain of men, the pain they're 
in and the pain they cause. Scudder faithfully attends A A 
meetings, and a climactic event is intercut with an earlier 
church stop, where Scudder solemnly listens to a woman 
listing the Twelve Steps while in the future there is bloody 
cataclysm in and out of the rain. I don't think anyone 
could call the movie pro-masculine; Scott Frank may 
elide the horrors, but he makes sure we catch enough of 
misogynist psychopathology to give us the shivers. One 
scene will haunt me: the two monsters, idling in their van, 
mesmerized by the sight of their latest prey, who walks 
the family dog and waves cheerily at them as she passes, 
while Donovan's "Atlantis" — surely the creepiest use of 
it since GoodFellas — oozes from the van's radio. It's a ter- 
rifying sequence. 

Scudder gets by with the help of a sidekick of 
sorts, T.J. (Brian "Astro" Bradley), a homeless kid who 
uses the library for reading and occasionally sleeping 
out of the rain. T.J. is black, but as played by Bradley he's 
admirably not-cute; we don't have to sit there and worry 
about the white man patting his young Negro ward on 
the head condescendingly — T.J. is tough and smart and 
helpful in the case. Scudder finds himself in this mess 
when a drug dealer (Dan Stevens) comes to him seeking 
justice for his wife, returned in "poor condition" by the 
psychos. The dealer has a brother (Boyd Holbrook) who 
came back from Desert Storm a heroin addict and who 
might be useful if he can get over his own man-pain. T.J. 
is about the only character we see, Scudder included, who 
just gets on with things. 

The movie is great on such things as addicts' ritu- 
als (two shots and a cup of coffee), the alarming but brac- 
ing sounds of a gunfight in full eruption, the sickly quiet 
after said gunfight, the way a sociopath sits down and 
eats calmly five minutes after having garroted someone, 
a whiskey bottle swung into someone's skull that doesn't 
shatter but bounces off with a painful-sounding tonkl, the 
grotesque indignity of slipping on bloody stairs. A Walk 
Among the Tombstones, indeed, strikes me as the first great 
American film of the new season, a stoically gripping 
opening shot to inaugurate the cooler months, when we 
adults can bid a temporary farewell to superheroes and 
robots and go, once again, to movies made for us.

Few today realize that Marion was once home to 
the world's largest and most powerful wireless telegraph 
station. Built in 1914 by the pioneering Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company, the Marion installation boasted 14 
towers, each standing more than 400 feet tall. The station 
was designed to handle all trans- Atlantic radio traffic, 
communicating directly with another high-powered 
wireless plant in Norway. So impressive was the station at 
the time of its installation, it was referred to as "one of the 
wonders of the twentieth century." This first weekend in 
October, Calvin Trowbridge, Jr., author of Marconi: Father 
of Wireless, Grandfather of Radio, Great-Grandfather of the Cell 
Phone, The Story of the Race to Control Long-Distance Wireless 
will be in Marion to help Sippican Historical Society and 
Sippican Lands Trust celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
Marion's Marconi installation.

MPD National Drug Take Back Day 

The Mattapoisett Police Department will be 
participating in a prescription drug disposal day This 
event is part of a nationwide initiative by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration, (DEA). It will be held 
Saturday, September 27, from 10:00 am to 2:00 pm. The 
purpose of such programs is to allow for safe, legal, and 
environmentally-friendly disposal of extra drugs that 
patients have not used. 

This program serves two purposes. First, this 
program reduces the risk of prescription drugs being 
consumed inappropriately - either by accident or through 
illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is becoming far 
more prevalent than common street drugs. Widespread 
anecdotal and survey evidence indicates that a huge 
portion of illegal prescription drug use occurs when 
people raid friends' and relatives' medicine cabinets. 
Second, it reduces the risk of prescription drugs entering 
the water, potentially harming aquatic life or getting 
into a human water supply. If the household waste 
is incinerated, the drugs are far less likely to pose an 
environmental problem than if they go into the waste 
water stream. 

This program is being provided as a continuing 
proactive effort by The Mattapoisett Police Department 
to prevent drug abuse before it happens in or 
community. We encourage everyone to collect expired 
or useless prescription medications and bring them to 
the Mattapoisett Police Station at 64 County Road on 
Saturday, September 27.
